The theme of "Music is Christmas - Christmas 
is Music" is punctuated with a tape of the 
music boxes on display. This technique is 
particularly effective and adds much to the 
atmosphere. So, as one of the posters 
state, "If you hear the music, join the 
singing." Bev has put hours and hours in 
setting up the exhibition (including eight 
hour days). She has begged and borrowed 
items from friends, relatives, and even 
strangers. Once again the Museum has bene¬ 
fited from Bev Garside's masterful skills, 
design talents, and dedication.

There are also recorders, bugles, a piccolo, 
and a pianophone. The museum's Victrola Talk¬ 
ing Machine and our Edison cylinder phono¬ 
graph have been included. Don't miss the 
zither, banjo, or ukelin. Many of these in¬ 
struments are quite rare and unique. All of 
them, however, are interesting and deserving 
of your attention.

SPECIAL EXHIBIT FEATURES ATTACK ON PEARL HARBOR 


Highlighting the display are two complete 
costumes. One is Ukrainian which is very 
ornate, quite colorful, and adds to the 
festive mood. The beautiful embroidery and 
handwork of the costume is stunning. A 
stringed instrument, called a cymbolum, is 
part of the Ukrainian set. The other 
costume is a Royal Stewart Tartan uniform 
and is augmented with a set of bagpipes. 

The Scottish plaids, bold blacks, and simple 
but massive jewelry is distinctive. The hat, 
spats, belts, and skirt round out the display. 

Music boxes from around the world will entice 
even the youngsters. There is an early 1800's 
Swiss movement music box along with an early 
Victorian French Nessaire, an Italian music 
box with beautiful inlaid top, several orien¬ 
tal pieces, and two Manivelles. From delicate 
intricacy to simplistic elegance is the range 
of style. Over 30 music boxes are in the dis¬ 
play and many are unique. 

Over 15 musical instruments require your care¬ 
ful imspection. In keeping with the inter¬ 
national theme, the exhibition includes an 
English horn, a German lyrophone, a French 
metronome, and a bazooki from Greece. The 


The Japanese attack on the U.S.S. Arizona at 
Pearl Harbor on December 7, 1941 killed 1,176 
men within 9 minutes. Twenty-nine of those 
killed were from Michigan. A Troy resident, 
James W. Green, is the only Michigan survivor 
of that attack who is still living. Two days 
after the bombing, Green volunteered for 
salvage duty and was transferred to the Navy 
Yard to begin a two-week training as a deep 
sea diver. He worked for six months diving 
into the Arizona and bringing up everything 
possible. Some of the items he recovered are 
on display at the Museum - an egg cup and 
spoon belonging to Admiral Issaac C. Kidd, 
Japanese money, and documents. Included in 
this special display are pictures of the bomb¬ 
ing, the salvage work, and an unusual picture 
of Green with the Japanese pilot who led the 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 

A model of the U.S.S. Arizona and the hat 
band, dog tag, and rank patch of a Japanese 
sailor are part of the display. Newspaper 
headlines declare "WAR." Mr. Green earned 
many medals during the war which, along with 
the citation he received from Admiral C.W. 
Nimitz of the U.S. Navy, have been included 
for your viewing.
